The 
rule of action which is used to put down an 
ordinary insurrection is not applicable to a 
wide-spread armed resistance of great com- 
munities.

Under no circumstances can the division of 
the Union be conceded. We will put forth 
every exertion of power; we will use every 
policy of conciliation; we will holdout tvery 
inducement to the people of the South to re- 
turn to their allegiance, consistent with hon- 
or; we will guarantee tbem every right every 
consideration demanded by the Constitution, 
and by tbat fraternal regard which must p re- 
rail in a common country; but we can nerer 
rolnntanlv consent to the breaking up of the 
Union of these States or the destruction ot the 
Constitution. 

Surely we may stop here. The exposition 
is already complete. 

But it may be claimed that the Northern

culties, that the States may hereafter lire in 
harmony, each being secured to the rights 
guaranteed respectively to all by our fathers; 
and which convention, we recommend, shall 
convene at Louisville, Ky., or such other 
place as shall be determined upon by Con- 
gress or the several States, at the e&ajiest 
practical period. 

Resolved, further, thcrc/tre, That to attain 
the objects of the foregoing resolution, we 
hereby memorialise the Congress of the United 
Slates, the Administration at Washington, 
and the Executives and Legislatures of the 
several States, to take such immediate action 
in which the 

rights and safety of the Government shall be 
fully protected, for such length of time as may be 
necessary to enable the people to meet in con- 
en t ion aforesaid; and we therefore earnestly 
recommend to our fellow-citizens everywhere 
to observe and keep all their lawful and con- 
stitutional obligations, to abstain from ail vio- 
lence, and meet together and reason each with 
the other upon the best mode to attain the 
great blessings of peace, unity, and liberty 

That is to say, always excepting Vallandig- 
ham and bis handful of followers, those wl 
are in faror of an armistice at all are in faror 
of one based on the admission by the South 
that the Union is not diseolred, and that new 
constitutional guarantees are all that the 
Southern people seek or desire.

Last Wednesday as the ram Fulton, with a 
barge load of coal, was proceeding to Vicks- 
burg, she was fired into by the rebels at Cy- 
press Bend from 12-pounder field pieces. 

Two steam pipes were broken, which ren- 
dered the machinery uselew. One negro was 
killed, and another so frightened he jumped 
verboard and was drowned. The boat and 
barge were hit in twenty-four places before 
the enemy could make a capture. 

The rams Rattler and W ilson came up from 
below and scattered them by throwing shells. 
It is not known that any of the rebels were 
killed. 

The Fulton was towed down to the nearest 
port. 

Four prisoners taken by the Queen of the 
West arrived to-day. 

Later intelligence from the fleet Indicates 
much sickness, but it is believed there has 
been a general improvement of health. 

The Queen of the West remains at the 
mouth of the canal. 

The battery opposite has fired at her several 
times, but without effect. 

Wednesday a scouting party came up with 
a body of the enemy five miles back of Lake 
Providence. 

The engagement was a warm one. Tbe 
Federals lost few men. but many rebels were 
killed aad thirty- two prisoners taken, among 
whom were the Colonel and Major. More than 
ninety horses were captured. 

Tbe work of cutting \a entrance, for boats 
into Lake Providence from the rirer is pro- 
ceeding with spirit and ready access to ex- 
pected to the Black, Chiachila, and Red rivers. 

General Gorman is pursuing with energy 
the work of clearing out the old passage so as 
to make it navigable to Black water.

he letter below is from one Kentucky 
officer to another. The writer is one of tbe 
most gifted and promising young men in the 
Baate: 

Rcbsullville, K\.. Feb. 13, 1863. 
Dtaa— — : Your favor of the 7th was 
received some days since and would have 
been answered earlier, bnt other business has 
prevented my doing so. I was glad to bear 
from you personally, but pained to hear of 
your dissatisfaction, and the course you de- 
sire to pursue. Tou wish me to tell you how 
vou can get out of what you style "this once 
I'nion. but now abolition war," or whether I 
think Kentuckians ought to remain in the 
army awhile lunger. As you have been a 
faithful and true soldier, and, I have no doubt, 
ask my advice in good faith, I will in equally 
good faith, aad in a spirit of the utmost 
friendship, but plainly and briefly, give you 
my views as to our duty as Kentuckians in 
this great and terrible crisis. 

If I knew of any other honorable way of 
getting out of tbe service than tbe one you 
have already attempted, I conceive my duty 
as a patriot aad a true friend would require 
me to dissuade you from taking such a step 
It would, I feel, ill become me, as a lover of 
our imperilled country, to use my influence, 
directly or indirectly, to cause a true and tried 
officer to leave ber ranks in this trying hour; 
on the contrary, I hold that if ever there was 
a time demanding of us a stricter adherence 
to principles, a loftier, sterner devotion to 
our cause, than another, that time is now. 
As the storms of red-handed rebellion 
and an insane fanaticism howl around us with 
increasing violence threatening to overturn 
Che temple of our freedom, let us not despair; 
but let us rise with the great occasion, and put 
on a loftier, brighter faith* a higher resolve, 
and, like young Hannibal of old, swear by tbe 
God of our fathers eternal hostility to that 
foul and bloody treason — the wicked cause of 
our woes— that would stalk in fiendish joy 
through the slaughter of the nation's bast 
children, over tbe ruins of that proudest bul- 
wark of human liberty, tbe American Union. 
1 cannot agree with you that this is on tbe 
part of the nation an "abolition" war; 
I will admit with sorrow that the President 
aad his advisers are attempting so to man- 
age the war as to produce outside col- 
lateral consequences that are unconstitu- 
tional aad outrageous, but what is still 
the main object of the war on the part of 
the nation, aad what will be the 
result if tbe nation succeeds I The sup- 
pression of the rebellion. What did we vol- 
unteer for? To helpput down a wicked, 
causeless rebellion. Were we right ? I feel 
unmistakably that we were. 

lias the rebellion done anything so tar to 
commend it to us or to tbe lovers of freedom or 
our race? Let the graves of our slaughtered 
Union dead answer. Has it become more 
lovely in its perjuries, its robberies, its hang- 
ings, its murders of Unionists? 1 think not; 
it is the same stupendous crime, more hideous, 
more cruel, more bloody in its deformity. Shall 
we farter now in the great work of crushing 
tbe monster, because, perchance, in doing so, 
something else may be done which we may 
condemn however severely? I trust not 
Can the bad conduct of a Buchanan or a 
Lincoln destroy our obligations to our com- 
mon country, to o u meives, and to those who 
come after us? No, never. Though the Pres- 
ident, or those who seem to control him 
even against his better judgment, may take 
advantage of the war to free and arm a few 
negroes, the contest is still the same in all its 
great and grand proportions- a contest be- 
tween union and disunion, government and 
anarchy, loyalty and treason, the ardent hopes 
of the friends of human liberty and constitu- 
tional freedom and the wishe" of tbe malig- 
nant devotees of gloomy despotism*; and the 
clamors of "peace 1 traitors and timid friends 
frightened by the old Stale cry of "nigger 
cannot change it. 1 am opposed to the radical 
policy of tbe Administration — earnestly and 
bitterly opposed to it, but how ought I as a 
citisen-eoldier to manifest mv opposition 9 
By legal constitutional actions at the proper 
time at the ballot-box. This is the good old 
way to redress wrongs of Administrations 
in a free government. It may be slow 
but it is sure. Mr. Lincoln and his unprin- 
cipled, wicked advisers are not the govern- 
ment Their term of office i« of short dura- 
tion, and the time will soon come, if we are 
true to ourselves and preserve the govern- 
ment, when tbe ir planes will be filled by bet- 
ter men, when a conservative Executive and 
Congress, regarding the Constitution as still 
the supreme law of the land, will annul un- 
constitutional, impracticable legislation, ille- 
gal edicts, and barbarous proclamations. In 
the meantime, however, the efforts of loyal 
men to crush the rebellion must not be re- 
laxed, for upon the suppression of the rebel 
lion depends toe permanence ot law and order 
and conservatism on this continent. 

With tbe rebellion crushed out and de- 
stroyed and the authority of the government 
sustained, though at the cost of some of our 
best blood and untold treasure, we still have 
something to live for, something to hope, a 
glorious nationality preserved, the unity of 
government intact, the Constitution still the 
supreme law, though set at naught for a time, 
those outrages corrected that gall and humil- 
iate us now, a still young and vigorous na- 
tion with a power of resources and a martial 
fame before which the antiquated despots of 
the old world will stand abashed, and before us 
a bright future of promise, ot progress, af free- 
dom, of high national advancement, of civiliza- 
tion, and glory. This is but a leeble picture 
indeed of what we may hope for, if the rebel- 
Bo* is crushed, and tbe national authority 
vindicated; but let the rebellion succeed, and 
what have we to nope for? What have we to 
live for ' Can there be peace? Can there be 
security '.' I cannot' think so. Where, then, 
will be our venerated Constitution? Where 
our once glorious nationality? Where the 
great republic 9 Gone, and gone forever, and 
in place thereof a multitude of weak, petty 
little States and sovereignties, unable to pro- 
tect their utixens, or give them respectability 
at home or abroad, or perhaps a number of 
military despotisms, wrangling, quarreling, 
and warring endlessly. I turn with relief 
from contemplating tbe wild confusion and 
anarchy of disuLion to the glorious hopes of 
Union, law, and liberty. Let us, therefore, 
stand firm, unwavering, and steadfast by our 
principles and our flag. If we are true to our- 
selves the future wiU be true to us. Our cause 
is just and right, and must ultimately prevail ; 
and in that good time coming, when gentle 
peace shall dispense her blessings under the 
benignity of national law and a glorious Union 
" Wi l li, the loyal and true everywhere will 
abundantly reward us by their gratitude and 
blessings for weary marches, dangers, 
and wounds, our trials, humiliations, and 
sacrifices; aad let us so conduct ourselves 
now, in this dark and trying hour, that 
then we can claim, proudly claim, that 
we were of the Grand Army of the Union, 
and that no violation of pledges by an un- 
faithful Executive, no unconstitutional, malig- 
nant legislation of a fanatical, idiotic Congress 
could in the darkest hour swerve us one jot or 
tittle from our high allegiance. I am grieved 
to hear of dissatisfaction in vour regiment. 
Fan all ova it to yourselves and to your 
hitherto uataraiabed reputation resolutely to 
go to work and allay discontent. Let not in- 
subordination, useless bickerings, or falter- 
ing now, 6ully the bright hard-earned fam 
of the — — . I know you havs a good 
deal to bear, but it is your duty to bear it like 
men.

Whatever difference of opinion there 
may be in regard to the < \ ;•"«■■ lien r j of the act of 
Col Gilbert in arresting the proceedings of the 
rebel Couveution at Frankfort, there can be 
none as to the impudence of the rebels and 
rebel-sympathizers in complaining of it The 
Convention was as thoroughly a rebel Con- 
vention as any ever held in the rebel Confed- 
eracy. Its members were among the most 
notorious rebels in our State. Tliey met to 
inaugurate a movement for carrying Kentucky 
out of the Union. They may deny this, but 
they all know it as well as they know that 
they live. In taking tbe name of "Democrat" 
instead of that of rebel, they but added hy- 
pocrisy and cowardice to contemplated trea- 
son. They chose their time when they be- 
lieved that the odiousness of the radical acts 
of the Administration had prepared or was 
rapidly preparing the Kentucky mind for 
revolt against tbe Union, when Humphrey 
Marshall was threatening the State in one u- 
rection and Morgan was reported totbe already 
invading it with a very heavy cavalry f >rce 
from another, when they saw and heard and 
felt that the feelings and passions of our peopl • 
were everywhere heaving and dashing lik. 
the waves of a stormy sea, when in fact our 
soil might be considered the actual theatre o 
war, and their purpose, confidently entertained 
was to prepare their friends in ever/ county 
and neighborhood to rise up in insurrection 
and join the enemy at his coming. If the 
danger was imminent of their accomplishing 
or in a great measure promoting their well 
known objects, it was expedient aa well as 
right to arrest tbem in the midst of their ac- 
tion or before their action. If there was no 
danger, it was unquestionably inexpedient 

But we have spoken of the impudence of 
the rebels and rebel sympathizers in denounc- 
ing the proceeding as tyrannical and oppres- 
sive. Even if it wa3 tyrannical and oppres- 
sive, they should blush to say so. Kentucky 
is a State of the Federal Union as much as 
Georgia is a State ot the rebel Confederacy 
Now consider what would be done in Georgia 
if a State Convention were to assemble at her 
capital to denounce the Confederate Govern 
ment nominate Union candidates for office, 
and carry the State out of the rebel Con- 
federacy. Suppose the fact were as well 
understood throughout that State as any 
other fact under heaven; what we ask, 
would be done? Would the members of 
the Convention be simply told by a military 
officer that they could not proceed with their 
business, but must disperse and go to their 
homee ? Do we not all know that they would 
not be permitted to go to their homes? Don't 
we all know that they would be seized and 
hung or sent to the penitentiary ? And would 
not the case be the same in all the other States 
and parts of States over which the rebel sway 
extends? Did not the members of our late 
rebel convention exercise before they went to 
Frankfort and while they were there and 
have they not exercised since incomparably 
more freedom of speech than any Union sym- 
pathizer could exercise in any portion of the 
rebel Confederacy without losing his life or 
his liberty ?

fiST*It is not difficult to comprehend the 
general views which guided the secession lead- 
ers of Kentucky in the exploded attempt to 
organize their followers under the mask of a 
conservative party. 

They evidently" considered, first that if the 
mask should be respected by the true conserva- 
tives of Kentucky, and the masked organiza 
tion should o» allowed to flourish uninter- 
ruptedly, they could so call forth and discipline 
the secession element of the Statu as either to 
secure an uprising when the next rebel invasion 
should take place and thus powerfully further 
the success of the invasion or effectually to 
back the rebellion in any other feasible mode 
that might turn up; and, secondly, that, if the 
mask should be torn ofi, and the organization 
should be regarded and in any measure dealt 
with as the treasonable organization it was, 
they could so raise and modulate the cry of op- 
pression as to divide the Union men of the 
State and by this means accomplish the same 
general purpose in a less degree. In any 
event according to the calculation of the se- 
cession leaders, the organising of a masked 
secession party in Kentucky would necessa- 
rily promote the cause of secession. "The na- 
tional authorities, reasoned these leaders, 
"must either let us alone, or interrupt^. If 
they let us alone, we will accomplish our pur- 
pose completely; if they interrupt U3, we will 
accomplish our purpose at least partially. No 
matter which they do, our cause will be ad- 
vanced. Our cause has nothing to lose, and 
everything to gain. Therefore, let us go 
ahead!" And they did go ahead. And the 
national authorities have interrupted them al- 
most at the threshold. 

Such unquestionably are the general views 
under which the secession leaders of Kentucky 
acted in the movement just exploded. How 
corrector incorrect the first part of these viewi 
may have been, we do not now propose to in- 
quire; but the correctness or incorrectness of 
the last part has already been brought to the 
tost We shall see whether or not the Union 
men of Kentucky can be divided and the ranks 
of the secessionists can be recruited or 
strengthened in any way by the orderly dis- 
persion of a secession convention assembled 
on the theatre of war in the presence 
of the loyal Legislature of the State and under 
the very eyes of the national troops appointed 
to guard the Capital from the inroads of the 
secession foe. We shall see what Union men 
or man can be caught in the secession trap 
which tbe military authorities have thus 
sprung. We shall see whether in this particu- 
lar the shrewd calculation of the secession 
leaders was correct or incorrect We feel a 
proud confidence that the calculation will 
prove as idle in effect as it was treacherous in 



As respects the expediency or inexpedien- 
cy of tbe step taken by the military authori- 
ties, we have nothing at present to say, for 
we are not acquainted with all the facts bear- 
ing on the question; but as respects the justice 
and lawfulness of the step we have no doubt 
Kentucky is so far within the sphere of actual 
military operations as to render tbe step a sim- 
ple exercise of tbe authority conferred by the 
laws of war as those laws are embodied in the 
constitution; and certainly non-combatant 
secession ists do not j ustly deserve the protection 
of the nation in their efforts to destroy it. The 
step is accordingly both just and lawful. .What- 
ever else may be said of the step, it cannot 
fairly be pronounced either arbitrary or unjust 
It is thoroughly legitimate. And the impu- 
dence of the secessionist who impeaches it is 
equalled only by the transcendent impudence 
of the secessionists wbo provoked it 

The true objection to the step, if there is 
any objection, is that it is adapted to do the 
Union cause more harm than good; but this is 
an objection that no secessionist can plead. 
The mouths of the secessionists are or ought to 
be hermetically sealed on the subject.

Ohio River, and they therefore have attacked 
in advance the bills reported by Mr. Robert 
Mallory and Mr. Wadsworth. Tbe object of 
this proposed legislation is to extend the pro- 
visions of the law of July 14, I8C2, extablishing 
certain post-roads, so as to allow all railroad 

River, to build bridges across the river for the 
more jierfect connection of such roads, and 
tbe passage of trains, tbe privilege having by 
the existing law been extended only to roads 
above the mouth of the Big Sandy River. It 
is argued that the erection of such struc- 
tures will impede steamboat navigation, 
to the serious injury of the business in- 
terests above Louisville. But the pro- 
visions of the law aro remarkably guarded 
this particular; any bridge erected 
under its privileges may l>e furnished with a 
drawbridge, or be constructed with unbroken 
and continuous spans. If a pivot or other 
form of draw is adopted, its span must be over 
the main channel, not less than three hundred 
feet in length and not less than seventy-five 
leet from the bottom chord of the bridge to 
low water mark, and one of the next adjoin- 
ing spans shall not be less than two hundred 
and twenty feet in length. If the bridge is 
made of unbroken or continuous spans, its el- 
evation shall not be less than ninety feet above 
low water mark over tbe channel, nor in any 
case less than forty foot above extreme high 
water, the main span must be at least three 
hundred feet long, and one of the adjoining 
spans must beat least two hundred and twenty 
feet in length. We cannot °y any stretch of 
imagination, see how structures erected under 
such provisions can isnpedo steamboat navi 
gation or interfere with any business interests 
A span three hundred feet long and forty feet 
above extrema high water would pass the 
largest steamboats without any material 
delay. The bill which Mr. Mallory reported 
authorizes the Louisville and Nashville and 
the Jeffersonville Railroad Companies to be 
come stockholders in a bridge company to 
erect a structure in onr vicinity, our Ohio 
friends took no exceptions to the law of July 
14th last, which declared the bridge at Steu 
benville, in their State, abutting on tin 
Virginia shore, to be a lawful structure, if 
completed with the above recited restrictions 
and making that bridge and Holliday's Cove 
railroad, which is a Virginia chartered com 
pany, a public highway and postroad. Nor 
were any objections raised to that feature of 
the law which allowed all railroads above tbe 
mouth of the Big Sandy River, terminating 
on tbe Ohio, to build bridges under its pro- 
visions. It looks, therefore, as if tbe argu- 
ments now are dictated by a spirit of opposi- 
tion to the city of Louisville and the material 
interests of the State of Kentucky, and with- 
out any sound basis. We should be very un 
willing to impede the navigation of our river 
or injure the business interests of our neigh 
bors, but it is certainly very significant that 
the Cincinnati press should, at the eleventh 
hour, give way to such apprehensions, when 
the erection of bridges over the Ohio in their 
own State has heretofore received zealous 
assistance from them 

The necessity of a bridge at or near tbe 
Falls of the Ohio has long been urged, and no 
effort has ever been made to controvert it Its 
advantages will be shared by every Western 
and Northwestern State, and it will materially 
expedite travel and be a great public accom 
modation. If, however, our friends of the 
Queen City are inspired by any jealous fears 
of the progress of Louisville, and they should 
be able to defeat the pending bills, we hope 
they will put their opposition on the right 
basis, and not make the attempt to charge us 
with a desire to dam and obstruct the river 
What advantage would it be to our city to im- 
pede the navigation of the upper Ohio? 
Would it not be madness to bridge it if there 
were any possibility of such a structure injur- 
ing the general business of the great valley ? 
And yet we are gravely told by the Cincinnati 
Gazette that such is our policy, and it warns 
those interested to move energetically in the 
matter to prevent the passage of the bills 

Since the above remarks were in type, we 
are gratified to know that the bill has passed 
the Lower House of Congress by the decided 
vote of 75 to 51. We now appeal to the Senate 
for a prompt concurrence as tbe completion of 
the proposed bridges over the I thio river will 
furnish the means for a more vigorous prose- 
cution of the war to put down rebellion, and 
when that is accomplished they will prove 
bonds of future unity and reciprocal feelings 

of amity between the riparian States.

The Bridges Over the Ohio.— We learn by 
Washington that the Hon. 
s bill for four bridges over the 
Ohio, which came up in the House on Wednes- 
day, and was passed by a large majority au 
thorizing bridges at Louisville, Maysville, and 
the mouth of the Big Sandy, of the uniform 
height of ninety feet above high water mark, 
leaves the height of the Cincinnati and Cov- 
ington bridge at one hundred and twenty feet 
The Cincinnati Representatives, in the absence 
of instructions from home, did not feel war- 
ranted in favoring any change in tbe height 
of that bridge. Tbe Pittsburg men opposed 
tbe bill on account of the alleged injury to 
river interests. Representatives from Louis- 
ville favored the proposition.

the Tallahatchie at Wyatt and was to his west 
at Oxford. Tbe enemy having fallen back of 
the Yallahusha, Sherman and his officers plan- 
ned a new move. He was to go to Memphis 
with one of his three divisions and there hast- 
ily organize an expedition down the Missis- 
sippi and up the Yazoo, to operate on the rail- 
road supplying Vicksburg. He was allowed 
only five days in Memphis, but boats could not 
be collected. So he was two more days,*but 
be left Memphis hastily on the 20th of Decem- 
ber. At Helena he picked up Steel's division, 
which delayed him till the 22d. On the 24th 
be was at Milliken s Bend, and sent a brigade 
(Burbridge's) which completely demolished 
the Shreveport Railroad across the bayous. 
Tensas and Macon, thus cutting off all supplies 
from the west. Arriving at the month of Yazoo 
the 25th, he found that Vicksburg, ten miles 
below, could not be passed by gunboats, and 
that gunboats could not ascend the Yazoo 
above the fir9t high land at Haine's Bluff, so 
that there was no point on the Mississippi side 
to disembark his command except on Yazoo 
Island, ten miles up tbe Yazoo, from which 
everal intricate swamp roads led into Vicks- 
burg in a distance of seven miles. Our forces 
ascended tbe Yazoo December 26, got ashore 
by noon next day, and engaged the enemy's 
pickets on four separate roads or paths the 
same evening. The next day, after reconnoi- 
tring all night Gen. Sherman attempted to 
force a passage over the bayou at the foot of 
the Walnut hills at three separate places, and 
did actually cross at one of them, but the en- 
emy's preparations were too strong, and the 
force, embracing more than half his entire 
command, was driven back. He staid there 
in tbe swamp two more days skirmishing and 
preparing for a new attempt hut saw that 
our forces would have to storm a series 
of prepared works all the way up the 
hill, and they were not equal to it. Besides, 
Grant could not be heard of, nor Banks, 
who was ascending the river. Gen. S. was 
then with less than 30,000 men to do the work 
of three separate columns, each stronger than 
his own, and he had good reason to believe 
the enemy had 60,000. At all events 10,000 men 
in the works at Vicksburg could have held 
our men at bay. Gen. Sherman then offered 
to storm the fort at Haine's Bluff, where one 
gunboat had been blown up by a torpedo, and 
another, the best in the fleet roughly handled, 
killing poor Gwinn, one of the finest officers 
in the navy. But Admiral Porter considered 
the expedition too hazardous. Gen. McCler- 
nand arrived at that time, Gen. Sherman's 
superior officer, and brought the first positive 
news that Gen. Grant was not moving south, 
but on the contrary, had fallen back of the 
Tallahatchie— indeed, as far as Lagrange. To 

would'have been utter ruin to the whole corn^ 
Gen. S. drew it off without loss, 

posed the expedition to Arkansas Post, which 
was on our rear and flank, and from which 
the enemy had already attacked one of our 
boats carrying ammunition and a mail. Gen. 
Sherman took McClernand to see Admiral 
Porter, and got him to co-operate, and finally 
led the expedition. Tbe troops under Sher- 
man did the work. Yet he now sees his name 
paraded in the papers as mad, insane, and 
everything else. The facts as here stated arc 
known to thousands, and it is a little hard 
that he should be singled out thus by a parcel 
of newspaper scribblers wbo always eulogize 
certain persons and regiments that were the 
first to rejoice at getting out of a bad scrape, 
and that would have conveyed to the enemy 
the foreknowledge of the move on the Post of 
Arkansas if a hint had been dropped. Mc- 
Clernand was very recently at the Federal 
camp before Vicksburg, and our forces landed 
on the west bank of the Mississippi, working 
on a canal to turn the river, a work which 
will fail, or, if successful, will leave the enemy 
the heights at Warrenton, as good as Vicks- 
burg, below the mouth of the canal. Our 
forces cannot reach the enemy from this side. 
Grant is also at the camp before Vicksburg, 
and, to reach the city, he must pursue the 
very same route Sherman did, or assault 
Vicksburg in front, or Haine's Bluff, with our 
men afloat in Mississippi steamboats, which 
can be sunk by a six-pound shot There is no 
doubt the enemy has at least one hundred 
heavy guns in position, besides an equal num- 
ber in field batteries, which can be run wbero 
everthey please. Well-informed military men 
think Vicksburg is stronger and more difficult 
of approach than Richmond. We are sorry 
to say we are not anticipating success at that 
point. Vicksburg will have to be besieged, 
and the Federal Government ought to make 
its arrangements for a six mouths' siege at 
least, providing reinforcements to fill r 
cies caused by sickness, securing its line of 
operations, and establishing depots, before 
landing the army. Communications should 
be opened both above and below.

The Secession Convehtion at Frankfort. 
The Frankfort Commonwealth furnishes the 
details of what it terms the "grand skedad- 
dle" at Frankfort on Wednesday, and adds: 

After Colonel Gilbert had made his address 
to the assemblage, Mr. Bush, the present Rep- 
resentative from the county of Hancock, asked 
permission to have certain resolutions read, 
which he said would show tbe object of tbe 
meeting. Colonel Gilbert declined receiving 
them, and replied that further proceedings 
were inadmissible, as the whole object of the 
meeting was pretty well known. 

Some member of the meeting moved to ad- 
journ, when the Chairman asked if his motion 
was to adjourn tine die. Some said yes and 
gome said no. One gentleman suggested that 
they adjourn 'to Indianapolis, and another 
that they should adjourn to Chicago. 

Mr. Grover, the present Senator from Owen, 
then arose to address the assemblage, when 
Col. Gilbert interposed, insisting that the 
meeting should disperse. 

Whereupon the Chairman put the ')uestion 
on motion to adjourn, and they all "skedad- 
dled."

upon her own soil. It began eighteen months 
ago, has raged unintermittingly ever since, and 
is yet pending. Wben or bow it will end re- 
mains to be seen. In the meantime, Kentucky, 
thus assailed by the military force of the re- 
bellion, and baring within ber borders a hos- 
tile population strong in numbers and in 
influence, hold; ber position as an actual 
member of the Union by the tenure of the 
sword. Nothing can be plainer than this. 
The condition in Kentucky is that of a pending 
trial of military force, with the present advan- 
tage in favor of Kentucky and of tbe Union. 
This it undeniably the actual situation. But

Memphis, Feb. 18, via Cairo, Feb. 20. 

The tug Hercule*, having two barges of coal 
in tow, going to the fleet, rounded to on the 
opposite side of the river early tbia morning, 
being unable to proceed on account of the 
beavy fog. Scarcely had the boat touched 
the landing, wheo a party of rebela rushed 
aboard, took possession, captured officers and 
crew, stole what they could, and then set fire 
to the vessel. All tbia was accomplished in a 
remarkably short time, but was not discovered 
hy the gunboats, that lay not far off, till the 
flames attracted their attention. By that time 
those who had been taken prisoners were re- 
leased and the rebels were out of reach. The 
boat is a total loss. 

Tbe steamer Chippewa Valley was seized 
below Island No. 63, by the civil authorities, 
for violation of rules. She bad a load of cot- 
ton. 

It is reported that the whole fleet will run 
the blockade at Vicksburg. 

The iron -clad gunboat Lafayette and the 
General Piice are expected down soon. 

Mcrphsksbobo, Feb. 20. 

The capture of Vicksburg was reported to- 
day by Confederate officers who approached 
our lines with a flag of truce from the rebel 
General commanding at Tullaboma. 

Captain Hoblitzell, of Gen. McCook's staff, 
received the flag, and in conversation the offi- 
cer in charge of the mission remarked, "well, 
vou have got Vicksburg at last, though you 
have paid dearly for the prixe." After advert- 
ing to the subject in these words, he refused 
to give any particulars. The rumor is credited 
at headquarters.

In bis inaugural address, under the sanction 
of an oath, to preserve, protect, and defend 
the Constitution, the President declared, "I 
hare no purpose, directly or indirectly, to in- 
terfere with tbe institution of slavery in the 
States where it exists. I believe I have no 
lawful right to do so." This declaration was 
made after six States had passed ordinances of 
secession. It ia true the President has no law- 
ful right to interfere with the institution of 
elerery in States where it exists. The Consti- 
tution' of the United States not only recogni- 
ses slavery, but it protects the owner of the 
slave in tbe enjoyment of his property. 
Slavery is recognized in that portion of tbe 
Constitution which provides, among other 
things, that direct taxation may be imposed 
upon three-fifths of the Blares or the country. 
Toe Constitution uses the words, "three- fifth* 
of all other persons," but no one will dispute 
that slaves were meant. The Constitution 
protects tbe owner in the enjoyment of h ; s 
slare, when it provide* that no p#son held to 
seirice or labor in one Bute, under the laws 
thereof, escaping; into another, shall, in conse 
auence of any law or regulation therein, lie 
discharged from such service or labor, but 
shall he delivered up on claim of the party, to 
whom such service or labor may be due. The 
Constitution takes into account slaves in fixing 
the basi> of representation. 1 need not ban 
referred to these clauses of the Constitution 
Tbey are familiar to u* all. Tbe President 
was right when be declared that he had no 
lawful right to interfere with slavery where ' 
exists. Has he unlawfully interfered with it?

On tbe 4th of March, 1061, the present Pree- 
ideat of the United States was installed in of 
boa. Secession had then begun it, work. 
That glorious unity whi< h made us alike the 
admiration and tbe eow of the world, was 
sought to be deatroyed. Tbe President, mind 
ful of his duty to protect and defend tbe Con- 
stitution of the United States, exerted tbe mil 
iterv force hoping to suppress tbe rebellion 
aad if, ia the discharge of that inexpressibly 
responsible dutv. he trens^ndel the strn t l tt t 
tor of the law. patriotic liberality approved 
aad sustained bim. A confiding "country felt 
and appreciated the difficulties by which h 
was surrounded. Withca' an army, without a 
nary, dopriied of all means ot defence, he 
the traitorous acts of bis predecessor, who had 
just left his high office accompanied by the ex 
on as son of every lover of his country, the new 
Piessdant convened tbe Congress that ttaev 
" 4 co-operase with bim in tbe holy work 
of restoring the Union That he declared to 
be bis purpose, and bis only purpose. Coo 
is responded to his call. Hen and moavy 
were granted. Tbe beart of the nation swell 
ed with determination to uphold him, and he 
was sustained by an army whose valor and 
constancy bare scarcely a parallel in the an- 
nals of mankind. Such was the support tbe 
President obtained. But for what purpose 
wn the war to be carried on ? Let the action 
of Congress tell. In February. 1661, tbe Sen- 
ate of the United States passed a resolution 
That neither tbe Congress of tbe United 
States, nor (he people or Governments 
non -slave holding States, hare the coasUtu 
right to legislate upon or intedrre with 
y in any ofthe slaveboldine States in tbe 
Union',' and in July of that year, both Houses 
ot Congress passed the ever memorable resolu- 
tion, 'That the present deplorable civil war has 
been forced upon tbe country by tbe disunion 
iats of the Southern States, now in revprt 
against the constitutional Government, and in 
around the Capital; that in this national 
, Congress, banishing all feeling of 
mere passion or resentment, will recollect us 
duty to the whole country; thai thia war is 
not waged upon our part in any spirit of op- 
pression, nor for any purpose of conquest or 
suNugataon, nor purpose ot overthrowing or 
interfering with the rights or established in 
stituuons ia those Stain, but to defend aad 
maintain the supremacy of the Constitution, 
and to preserve tbe Union, with all the dig- 
nity, equality, and rights of the several States, 
unimpaired; aad as soon as then objects are 
accomplished the war ought to cease; ' words 
that deserve to be written in letters of goU 
upon tbe pillars of tbe Capitol. 

It was to defend and maintain tbe suprema- 
cy of the Constitution with the equality and 
rights of the States unimpaired, that tbe war 
wn to be waged. It was for that purpose, 
aad that alone tbe citizen soldiery nocked to 
the battle-field and made it red with their pre- 
lood. Coonwation acts, martial law, 

. Moo : proclamations of freedom to 
stares, formed no part of the objects of tbe 
war. Passion and resentment had been ban 
istoed, and the war wn waged^ upon our part 
to maintain and defend the supremacr of the 
Constitution, and for that alone. It is true 
Kentucky did not send her sons to the field of 
battle when the strife began. Her love for 
ber sister States embraced tbem all. 8he as- 
the part of a peace- maker between the 
ctions. Her voice was heard 
the din of battle, deprecating the un- 
natural strife. But her voice was unheeded 
Tbe fell spirit of destruction directed tbe eaer 
gin of the leaders of the rebellion, and Ken 
tacky ranged herself under the flag of the 
Union. She summoned her sons to the battle- 
field "to defend and maintain the supremacy 
of the Constitution." Tbey obeyed ber voice ; 
they girded on their armor and went forth to 
battle. Ah ! bow gloriously, and yet bow 
sadly, have the sons ot Kentucky obeyed tb 
voice of their mother — tbe blood-stained fields 
of Sbiloh and Chaplin Hills, of Donelson and 
Mill Sprine. and last of all, tbe thrice glorious 
victory at Murfrenboro, attest their devotion 
to the Union aad Constitution of our country. 

It becomes us now to inquire whether tir 
war haa been conducted and is now conducted 
by the party in power for the purpose of "de- 
fending sod maintaining the supremacy of 
tbe Constitution." That wn its declared pur- 
pose in the begianing. How is it now? On 
the 17th of July, 1862, tbe confiscation bill 
passed Congress, aad was signed by the Pres- 
ident. Among other things, it enacts, first, 
that from the passage of tbe act it shall be tbe 
duty of tbe President to seixe aad appropriate 
all the poasessioas of persons describJa in cer- 
tain classes enumerated in the act. Second! v, 
that within sixty days after public warning 
and proclamation, it shall be tbe duty of tbe 
President to seize and appropriate all the pos- 
soastoas of tbe persons in rebellion, or aiding 
and abetting it, other than those compre 
bended in the six classes aforementioned ; aad, 
thirdly, that from the passage, of the act, all 
slaves of persons in rebellion, or in any way 
giving aid or comfort thereto, shall be forever 
free, on taking refuge within tbe lines of our 
army, or 'orninp within them by the fortunes 
of war. I nk, if the war la to \>e conducted 
according to tbe principles of this act, in what 
way is the supremacy of tbe Constitution de- 
fended and maintained? 

I will not stop at this late day to discuss the 
constitutionality of this b-w. There is no 
warrant in the Constitution for it. Not only

Tbe Constitution providn that "No bill of 
attainder sha'.l be passed A bill of attain- 
der is a legislative act, passed for tbe especial 
purpose of attainting particular individuals of 
treason or felony. 

property wit 1 out dae process of law, * which 
meanp by indictment or presentment. It is 
further provided "that no attainder of treason 
shall work corruption of blood or forfeiture, 
except during tbe life of tbe person attainted.' 
This means judicial attainder, as Congress is 
prohibited from passing a bill of attain- 
on. I could enlarge u|>on the subject, 
and show from the opinions of eminent states- 
men and jurists that thia act of confiscation 
is an unadulterated Vill of attainder, but it is 
unnecessary The abolition leaders in Con - 
gram avow that they are not governed by the 
Constitution. They insist that the Constitu 
tion is gone, broken up and destroyed, and 
they can work without one. Yes. it has come 
to this, that abolition leaders regard the Con- 
stitution of the country as broken up and 
dntrored, ana their will is to become the law 
of tbe land It hi upon this principle that tbe 
confiscation bill wn passed 

Sir, such sentiments will never be submit- 
ted to until e-ery vestige of manhood has van- 
ished from the land. I can well understand 
how the people of the South are united in re- 
sistance to such principles, and to such a party. 
Abolitionism are the worst enemies of the 
country, and truly, indeed, has Providence 
• hastened us by aftictinf- u? with Bucb a par 



I approach the investigation of a subject 
which has filled the hearts of every lover of 
his country with borror and alarm. Tbe 
proclamation of tbe President of the United 
States, issued on the 1st of January, 1863, is 
aa act of usurpation, which, if silently sub- 
mitted to, wilt terminate in tbe destruction of 
this Government. It is an act which in effect 
proclaims that tbe Constitution is at sn end, 
aad that the will of the President has become 
tbe law of tbe rand. It is an act which upon 
its face declares that tbe Constitution neither 
recognizes nor sustains it. Tbe atrocious act 
is justified by what its author calls military 
necessity. 

Before I proceed to enlarge upon this fla- 
grant violation of the Constitution, let us 
glance at the influences which were exercised 
to produce It. 

In the month of September last, fhe Presi- 
dent of the United States was called upon by 
a delegation, of so-called saints, from the city 
of Chicago, who besought bim to issue a 
proclamation giving freedom to the slave, and 
he replied "what good would a proclamation 
of emancipation from me do, especially at we 
are now situstod ' Would my word free the 
slaves when I cannot even enforce tbe Consti- 
tution in the rebel States '.'" These words were 
uttered by bim almost w ithin a few hours 
before he issued his proclamation in Septem- 
ber. What produced tbe change? I answer 
the influence of abolitionism and abolition 
leaders. They brought to bear upon him the 
pressure of wbich he c implained in his letter 
to tbe Border State Representatives in Con- 
gress. The 1st of January, 1863, arrived, and 
Abraham Lincoln, President of tbe United 
States, in obedience to tbe mandates of aboli- 
tion leaders, sought to tear down the ramparts 
of tbe Constitution, and substantially pro- 
claimed in the imperial tone of Louis XIV, 
I am tbe State." 

Tbe Proclamation declares all the slaves in 
the s eceded States free, except in particular 
districts. 

Tbe President of tbe United States avows, 
on the face of tbe proclamation, that his power 
to issue anfl enforce it is not derived from tbe 
Constitution, but is authorized by necessity, 
that it is a war measure. 1 deny that in this 
country there is any law of war different from 
the constitutional law of tbe land. Conirress 
may enact laws and articles of war, but I hold 
that in their enactment Congress is reetricted 
by the provisions of tbe Constitution. Tbe 
Constitution is the supreme law of tbe land, 
and is the law of war. The law of nations is 
permitted, by this supreme law, to be the law 
of war aa to avowed rebels, but it does not 
permit it as to persons who are not actually 
engaged in the rebellion. If it were other- 
wise, the Constitution would no longer be the 
supreme law of the land. The Constitution 
provides that "no person shall be held to an- 
swer for a capital or otherwise infamous 
crime unless on a presentment or indictment 
of a grand jury, except in cases arising in tbe 
land or naval forces, or in the militia, when 
in actnal service, in time of war or publu 
danger. • • * Nor be deprived of 
life, liberty, or property without due pro- 
ens of law*. Nor shall private property be ta- 
ken for public use without just 
tion." 

If any citisen. not engaged in tbe land or 
naval forces, nor in rebellion, was intended to 
be deprived of life, liberty, or property, other 
wise than is provided for in the clause iust 
referred to, the Constitution would bare so 
read. 

I will not pursue this subject further 
John Quincy Adams, in 1842, in a speech in 
tbe Congress of the United States, uttered 
these words: "When a country is invaded, 
and two hostile armies are met in martial 
array, the commanders of both armies h u e 
power to emancipate all slaves in the invaded 
territory." The utterance of such a senti 
ment as applicable to tbe President of the 
United States, startled tbe nation, and brought 
down upon him the universal condemnation 
of all patriotic hearts. 

But it seems that tbe President of the United 
States, unmindful of tbe declaration made in 
his inaugural address, bas adoped the startling 
declaration of Mr. Adams, and proclaimed 
freedom to upwards of three millions of slaves, 
under a power unknown to tbe Constitution, 
and which is based only upon his opinion of 
the necessity of the occasion. And are we to 
sit silent and permit such a usurpation of power 
to go unrebuked ! What limit exists to the 
exercise of power if the Chief Magistrate i 
thus tolerated? Mar be not, by bis fiat, con 
demn three millions of white cititens to death ? 
May he not deprive them, not only of slaves, 
but of all other property ? Sir, I lor one will 
raise my voice against the usurpation and the 
usurper. In vain have our fathers established 
a free Government. In vain have they or- 
dained a written Constitution, by which power 
wn limited. In vain did they build rampart? 
which tbev deemed impregnable to tbe as- 
saults of power upon tbe rights of the citi- 
zen, if a Proclamation of the President, not 
warranted by the Constitution, is to 
law of tbe land ' 

But the President does uotstop here. Power 
is not only aggressive, but it is progressive in 
its assumptions. The liberty of the citizen 
bas been invaded, and the great writ, which 
was devised in almcst the creputatlum of civ- 
ilization, for the protection of tbe citizen, has 
been trampled under foot. And now the citi- 
zen is liable to be at rested and tried for of- 
fences undefined, not by a jury of his peers 
but by a military commission. Sir. it will 
not do to defend tbese assumptions of power 
upon the ground that the strength of the re- 
bellion requires it. There is power sufficient 
in tbe Government to crush the rebellion 
without resorting to powers not granted by 
the Constitution. If the Constitution does 
not grant sufficient power to subdue the rebel 
lion; if it ia necessary to clothe the Presiden 
with imperial power, such as is involved in 
tbe proclamation and tbe destruction of the 
writ of Aoheas rcrpiu,- if it is necessary to 
overthrow the Constitution to crush the re- 
bellion, let tbe wont come. Let the Union 
go. I, for one, bad rather lire under tbe <1< 
potisin of Russia or Turkey than live under 
government and in such a Union as abolition 
ism desires. Abolitionism would break down 
the rights reserved by the Constitution to the 
States. It would reduce the States to terri 
tor mi vassalage. 1 1 would try the citizen not 
engaged in rebellion by a military commis 
sion, and not by a jury of his peers. The 



seek to tear down our Government, wbich is 
onsummation of human wisdom. They 
have brought about a rebellion, together with 
their allies of tbe abolition party, which has 
drenched the land with fraternal blood. 

Fields laid waste, desolate habitations, the 
wail of tbe widow and the orphan, are the 
fruits of secession and abolitionism combined. 

There is no crime to which it has not given 
birth, despotic power is exercised by -the 
leader of the Government which secession has 
established. A remorseless conscription tills 
the armies which treason has brought to the 
field, and ruin, dire ruin, is tbe inevitable des- 
tiny of our country if either abolition or se- 
cession succeeds. Go to the South, and look 
at the fields which but lately blossomed as a 
rose. Ruin and desolation now prevail. Tbe 
stillness of death reigns, except when it ia in- 
terrupts 1 by the trumpet's clangor and the can- 
non's roar; and Kentucky is invited to share 
their destinr. Inrited did I say? rather have 
those architects of ruin sought to subjugate 
her into a compliance with their despotic will. 

But Kentucky will accept no such destiny. 
She will dispute every inch of ground with 
abolitionism and secession, and she will fall, 
if fall she must, struggling to uphold the Con- 
stitution and the Union, surrounded by her 
children, whose loyal hearts will animate 
them in their last, it may he fruitless struggle 
for constitutional Government 

It may lie asked, Mr. Chairman, what is to 
be the end of this civil war'* I answer, a re- 
construction of the Union as it was, and the 
re-establishment of tbe Constitution as it is. 
I bare an abiding confidence in the patriotism 
and good sense of the people. Tbe voice of 
the great Deniecratic party of the North is 
heard, and it gives assurance that conserra- 
tistn is to lie maintained. Tbe true Union 
men of Kentucky will join them, and tbey 
will struggle together until the Gorernment 
and the Union are re-established on their ori- 
ginal foundation. 

Mr. Chairman, the time has arrived when 
every patriot should speak out against the 
enormities of the party now in poorer. Their 
acts of usurpation are insufferable, their 
impudence is without parallel in the history 
of any political party. The Government ha 
(alien into the hand's of political cutthroats 
who seek to assassinate the Constitution under 
tbe guise of fanaticism. Sir, I will not dig 
nify them with the name of fanatics. They 
are dregs which tb? political cauldron, in its 
seething and boiling, has thrown to the sur< 
face. They avow principles which tbe leaders 
of the French revolution would have been 
ashamed to utter. Neither Danton, Robespiere 
nor Murat would have turned loose four mil 
lions of slaves to butcher tbe white race- 
their masters. Such is the purpose of tho «» 
who advocate the arming of slavn to pu 
down tbe rebellion. What ineffable coward 
ice is involved in the measure which arms th 
slave to fight the owner. 

But what less could have been expected 
from the abolitionist who is filled with malice 
hatred, and ill-will towards all who ow 
laves? I can imagine tbe grin of delight 
hich overspreads his countenance when he 
i ends of the indiscriminate slaughter of man

Here it ap- 
pears the Mississippi is not far removed from 
two streams, the bayous of Macon and TersK 
which at high water join the parent 
thence tbey continue down until t^ey reach 
Red River. It is deemed possible, with little 
excavation and clearing, to turn so much of 
tbe river into a new channel as to make it 
navigable, leaving Vicksburg one hundred 
miles to the left. Should this succeed, we 
might expect to see half our army advancing 
in a fleet of transports to aasist Banks at Port 
Hudson, preparatory to the grand attack on 
VR'ksburg by the combined armies. 

Washinqto*;, Feb. 16. 
Th*. following letter, from Kingston, Ja- 
maica, dated Jan. 12th, has been received by 
the Secretary of the Navy : 

Sia: It is my painful duty to inform the De- 
partment ot the destruction ot tbe U. 8. 
steamer Hatteras, recently under my com- 
mand, by the rebel steamer Alabama, on tbe 
night of tho 11th inst , off the coast of Texas. 
The circumstances or the disaster are as fol- 
lows: On the 1Kb inst., at o'clock, P. M„ 
while at anchor in company with the fleet 
with Commander Bell, of Galveston. I was or- 
dered by a signal from tbe flag-ship Brooklyn 
to chase a sail to southward of eastward. I 
got under way immediately and steamed with 
all speed in the direction indicated. After 
some time a strange sail could be seen from 
the Hatteras, and was ascertained to be a 
steamer, which fact I communicated to tbe 
flag ship by signal. 

[continued the chase, and rapidly gained 
upon the suspicious vessel. V» hen within 
about four miles of the vessel I observed that 
she had ceased to steam, and was lving broad- 
side and awaiting us. It was nearly 7 o'clock, 
and quite dark, but notwithstanding the ob- 
scurity of the night, I felt assured, from tbe 
general character of the vessel and ber manoeu- 
vres, that I should soon encounter the steamer 
Alabama. Being able to work but four guns 
on the Bide of the Hatteras (two short thirty- 
two-pounders, one thirty-pounder rifled gun, 
and one twenty-pounder rifled gun), I conclu- 
ded to close with her. That my guns might 
be as effective as necessary, I came within 
easy speaking range; and upon asking "What 
steamer is that?' I received answer, "Her 
Britannic Majesty's ship Vixen." I replied 
that I would send a boat aboard, and immdi- 
ately gave the order. 

In the mean time both vessels were chang- 
ing their positions, tbe stranger endeavoring 
to get a desirable position for raking, and aU 
most simultaneously with piping away the 
boat the stranger again replied ' we are the 
Confederate steamer Alabama,'' which was 
accompanied with a broadside. 1 at the same 
moment returned the fire and steered directly 
towards the Alabama, but she was enabled by 
ber great speed, and by the foulness of the 
abottom of the Hatteras — and consequently ber 
diminished speed — to thwart my attempt. 
When I had gained a distance of thirty yards 
from her, at this range musketry and pistol 
shots were exchanged. The firing continued 
with great vigor on both aides. At length a 
shell entered amidships in her hold, setting 
fire to it, and at the same instant a shell passed 
into her and exploded, also causing fire. An- 
other entered tbe cylinder, filling the engine 
room and deck with steam, depriving me of 
any power to maneuvre the vessel or to work 
the pumps, on which tbe teduction of tbe tire 
depended. With tbe vessel on fire in t 
places, and a hopeless wreck beyond human 
power to save her, with her walking beam 
shot away and her engine rendered useless, 
I still maintained an active fire, with tbe hope 
of disabling the Alabama and attracting tbe 
attention of the fleet off Galveston, which was 
only 28 miles distant. It was soon reported to 
me that shells had entered tbe Hatteras at 
the water line, tearing off entire sheets of 
iron, and the water rushing in, utterly defying 
every attempt to remedy tbe evil, and that she 
was rapidly sinking.

To prevent the blowing 
up of tbe Hatteras from the fire, which was 
making much progress, I ordered tbe maga- 
zine flooded, and afterwards a lee gun to ba 
fired. The Alabama then asked if assistance 
was desired, to which an affirmative answer 
was gieen. 

The Battens was now going down, and in 
order to save tbe lives of my officers and men 
I caused tbe armament on tbe port side to be 
thrown overboard. After considerable delay, 
caused by a report that a steamer was seen 
coming from Galveston, the Alabama sent us 
assistance, and I have tbe pleasure ot inform- 
ing the Department tbat every living being 
was conveyed safely from tbe Hatteras to tbe 
Alabama*. 

Ten minutes after leaving the Hatteras she 
went down, bow first, wilh herpennant ather 
mast-head, with all ber muskets and stores of 
every character, the enemy not heing able, 
owing to ber rapid sinking, "to obtain a single 
weapon. The battery upon the Alabama 
brought into action against the Hatteras num- 
bered seven guns. 

Foi the character of the contest and the 
amount of damage done, I have personally no 
reason to believe that any officer failed in his 
duty to the men of tbe Hatteras. I cannot 
give too much praise to our men. Their en- 
thusiasm and bravery were of tbe highest 
order. 

I enclose the report of the Assistant Sur- 
geon, by which you will observe that five 
men were wounded and two killed.
